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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the Applicant's amendment submitted on 
October 06, 2008. In virtue of this amendment: 

• Claim 5 is cancelled; and 

• Thus, claims 1-4 and 6-12 are pending in the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4 and 6-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest the following limitations: 

• A circuit for a lamp comprising a first sub-circuit, a second sub-circuit, a control 
circuit, and first and second buffer capacitors, wherein a peak-to-peak of a 
voltage signal of the rectified mains voltage having the first frequency depends 
on a combined capacitance of the first buffer capacitor and the second buffer 
capacitor, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as claimed in 
independent claim 1 (claims 3-4, 7-9, and 12 are allowed as being dependent on 
claim 1). 

• A circuit for a lamp comprising a first sub-circuit, a second sub-circuit, and a 
control circuit, wherein a peak-to-peak of a voltage signal of the rectified mains 
voltage having the first frequency depends on a capacitance of the buffer 
capacitor, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as claimed in 
independent claim 2. 
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• A circuit for a lamp comprising a first sub-circuit, a second sub-circuit, a control 
circuit, and first and second buffer capacitors, wherein a peak-to-peak of a 
voltage signal of the rectified mains voltage having the first frequency depends 
on a combined capacitance of the first buffer capacitor and the second buffer 
capacitor, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as claimed in 
independent claim 6. 

• A method for operating a lamp, comprising the acts of generating an alternating 
current having a third frequency to operate the lamp, and providing first and 
second buffer capacitors, wherein a peak-to-peak of a voltage signal of the 
rectified mains voltage having the first frequency depends on a combined 
capacitance of the first buffer capacitor and the second buffer capacitor, in 
combination with the remaining claimed limitations as claimed in independent 
claim 10. 

• A method for operating a lamp, comprising the acts of generating an alternating 
current having a second frequency by controlling first and second transistors, and 
providing first and second buffer capacitors, wherein a peak-to-peak of a voltage 
signal of the rectified mains voltage having the first frequency depends on a 
combined capacitance of the first buffer capacitor and the second buffer 
capacitor, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as claimed in 
independent claim 11.
